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Fulton starts next phase of floral design career

Fourteen years ago, by his own 
admission, Gord Fulton didn’t know 
one end of a flower from the other. 

Today lie is an accredited floral 
designer and artist in Canada and the 
United States with his next goal to get 
European equivalent credentials. 

In the years between he has become 
both a gifted retail florist in Didsbury 
and the floral provider for scores of 
weddings, funerals, christenings and 
graduations. 

“I see my customers at every stage 
of life from crib to death," Fulton said 
in his near-empty, echoing store on 
20th Avenue. 

At the end of the month the space 
changes hands when Tara Stewart - 
who has worked with Fulton for nine 
months - takes it over and starts In 
Bloom Flowers & Gifts. 

She will have a soft opening of In 
Bloom in July and a grand opening in 
September 

In July, Fulton will start on the next 
stage of his career taking contracts 
for his work in Canada, the U.S. and 


Europe. 

“1 am getting calls and the doors are 
opening," Fulton said. 

“I am so ready for the next step,” he 
said in a farewell interview on June 9. 

“I am excited and scared. Both." 

He lias earned the respect and 
affection of his Didsbury customers 
because he has a gift for seeing and 
understanding the person behind a 
floral request. 

“It’s how you see them that is the 
secret of this business.” 

He cited dealing with people during 
bereavement .and grief. 

“Many florists will flip through 
pages of an order book. But when I 
die, I don’t want to be page 47 in a 
book of designs,” he said. “Every (flor¬ 
al) arrangement is an individual one.” 

Fulton’s store is a bright spot in 
downtown Didsbury. 

He welcomes children ;md thinks 
every retailer should. 

He empowers his customers by 
educating them in tending their cut 
flowers, bouquets and baskets. 

He thinks about what happens 
when the flower leaves the store and 
that is reflected in what he teaches his 


customers about care for them. 

“How will this flower die?” he asks. 

Fulton looks back on rich memories 
- such as doing the RCMP regimental 
ball, the Miki Town welcoming din¬ 
ners and his daughter’s graduation. 

“I was proud that night; first for my 
daughter; second for the transforma¬ 
tion of (Didsbury Memorial Complex) 
arena from a playing surface to an 
elegant venue for a graduation cere¬ 
mony. 

Fulton says he has had difficult 
times in Didsbury such as the suicide 
of his son. 

But he will continue to live here, 
in part because of the great people 
he has met here as customers and 
friends. 

“This is a wonderful, artistic town,” 
he said. 

Fulton will be in Europe later this 
summer to do the floral design of a 
fashionable wedding. When that is 
done, he plans a vacation in Scotland. 

“I want to go into flower shops 
unannounced and unexpected. 

I will ask, ‘can I help you? Can 1 fill 
your cold room? Can I play with your 
bouquets?’ ”

Firefighters seek to

Didsbury’s firefighters 
are looking for the right 
way to communicate 
the suicide awareness 
message, said fire Chief 
Craig Martin in an inter¬ 
view June 9. 

The volunteer fire 
department is work¬ 
ing with town adminis¬ 
tration to develop and 
install suicide prevention 
information on a board 
on the hockey arena ice 
surface at the Didsbury 
Memorial Complex, 
Martin said. 

The comments came 
after town council 
declined fire track dec¬ 
als from organizers of 
the second annual sui¬ 
cide awareness car craze 
at its meeting May 24. 

One fire department 
track carried a decal in 
recent months with the 
1-800 phone number for 
the suicide hotline. 


“We are not against 
the message. However, 
a decal on a fire track is 
not the right medium to 
deliver it,” Martin said. 

“The department sup¬ 


ports many causes such 
as breast cancer, bully¬ 
ing and post-traumatic 
stress. It’s not fair to 
advocate for one and not 
the others," he said.

Local women raising money 
and awareness for victims 
of human trafficking 

Gwen Day and Jessie Lawrence 
climbing four mountains, hosting speaker event

Two C’arstairs-area residents are 
hosting an event this month and 
climbing four mountains this sum¬ 
mer to raise awareness and money 
for victims of human trafficking. 

Gwen Day and Jessie Lawrence 
are participating in the Freedom 
Climb in Femie, B.C. in August, 
hosted by Operation Mobilization. 

Operation Mobilization is an 
international organization that 
provides educational programs for 
women so they are less likely to be 
sold or tricked into slavery. 

It also provides rescue programs 
to free the oppressed and provide 
them with food, accommodation, 
care, counselling and rehabili¬ 
tation, while also helping them 
rebuild their lives. 

“We will be climbing four moun¬ 
tains symbolizing the climb out of 
freedom that people entrapped in 
slavery have to go through to get 
free," said Lawrence. 

It 's the first time the event is being 
held in Canada and 60 women from 
all over the world are participating. 

“Often these issues are so huge 
that you kind of tune out because 
it’s like ‘what can I do?’" said Day. 

“So when I saw it was just here 
in our backyard, three-hour drive 
to go there and participate in this, 


;md it’s been an issue I’ve been 
concerned with, how can I not do 
this?" 

The five-day event will include 
four days of climbing and a one- 
day conference, where Day and 
Lawrence will get the opportun¬ 
ity to listen to victims share their 
stories. 

And as Freedom Climb partici¬ 
pants, they were asked to do some¬ 
thing to raise awareness and funds 
about human trafficking, so they 
decided to host an event called 
Restoring Hope on June 20, 6:.'JO 
p.m. at the West Zion Mennonite 
Church. 

The event will feature a speech 
by an Alberta woman who goes 
by the name Hope and was a sex 
slave for several years. It will also 
include desserts, live music and a 
live auction. 

The event is free of charge but 
donations are encouraged. 

“It’s mostly about hearing the 
story of Hope and then realizing no 
matter how bad a person’s struggle 
or what situation they find them¬ 
selves in, there’s always hope," said 
Day. “There's always a chance to 
come up on the other side.” 

She said it’s the third time the 
event is being held in Alberta and 
the goal is to inspire people w hile 
also raising aw areness and money 
for human t rafficking. 


“The privilege to be free, to have 
control over your own body and 
to make your own choices and to 
walk out the door when you want 
to walk out the door, and talk to 
who you want to talk to. It’s just so 
valuable,” said Lawrence. 

“And to be contained is one thing 
•and then to be forced into such 
horrendous - like a huge majority 
of the slaves are sexual exploita¬ 
tion slaves - and to be forced into 
that kind of slavery is just, I think, 
absolutely horrendous," she said. 

“How can you not feel compas¬ 
sion for people that are suffering 
that way?” 

She said according to the Global 
Slavery Index, there are 45.8 mil¬ 
lion modern-day slaves in 167 
countries, including Canada And 
those numbers are continuing to 
increase. 

“We need to be aware of what we 
can do and keep our eyes and ears 
open and be good sisters to those 
around us. We all can do some¬ 
thing,” said Day. 

“People who are enslaved don’t 
have a voice. They're totally buried 
in fear and they can’t speak for 
themselves,” added Lawrence. 

"They’re socially, emotionally, 
psychologically, physically, sex¬ 
ually oppressed. They need our 
voices because we are free to have 
a voice,” said Day.

In the June 7 issue of the Didsbury Review we 
published a letter from Wendy Dussault expressing 
dismay with the paper’s coverage of the 2016 Show 
<St Shine. 

Ms. Dussault also asked 
why the newspaper has got¬ 
ten smaller. 

Ms. Dussault's comments 
were published on the let¬ 
ters to the editor page and 
that page serves the com¬ 
munity by providing a forum 
for Didsbury Review readers 
to engage in lively public dis¬ 
cussion uncensored by the 
editors. 

She asked for a reply. 
Wendy, when the Didsbury 
Review prints news it pro¬ 
vides a service to its readers. 

We also provide a service to our advertisers. They 
use advertising to reach customers and to sustain 
and grow their businesses. 

The Didsbury Review is a business, not a non-profit 
agency. 

It is affected by the same economic downturn that 
is plaguing all Alberta business. 

Some of the basic work of an editor is deciding 
what not to print. 

The editorial staff face difficult decisions to allo¬ 
cate news space so that the readers continue to read 
about what is important and interesting. 

Is everyone happy with those decisions? 

No. 

Something would be amiss if the paper didn’t hear 
every week from someone who is not satisfied. 

It is human nature to disagree and the democratic 
freedom to disagree with the newspaper is helpful to 
the editors and refreshing. 

A word about the Didsbury Review’s Show & Shine 
coverage. 

The paper gave considerable advance coverage 
including a front-page story and photo in the April 
26 issue. 

In the May 10 issue after the May 7 event the paper 
balanced front-page coverage of the Show & Shine 
with front-page coverage of the first week of the Fort 
McMurray wildfire and the deployment of Didsbury 
firefighters to the blaze. 

Show & Shine is a weekend event and news that 
breaks on the weekend is caught between the news¬ 
paper’s Friday deadline and its Monday press run. 

Meeting deadlines is basic to publishing the paper 
on time. Late news presents the challenge to the 
editors of providing coverage in spite of deadlines 
and the demands of other news events. 

In the May 17 issue, the paper did a two-page 
centre spread with colour photos and a lengthy inter¬ 
view with a car club official. 

It) total. Show & Shine had the largest single alloca¬ 
tion of editorial space in the Didsbury Review in 2016 
to date - more even than the Fort McMurray fire. 

If the Didsbury Review had done more, it would 
have neglected other news. 


What is with all these "fuzz" trees. 

Why can't the town cut them down? 

They clog drains, interfere with a person breath¬ 
ing, clog gutters, eavestroughs - a million reasons 
why they should go!

And they said it would get us social licence 
for energy projects, even though Alberta con-

tinues to struggle through this downturn, while 
Saskatchewan attracts billions of dollars in oilpatch 
investment with no carbon tax in place. 

The NDP is putting its party ideology, or, as the 
deputy premier calls it in the legislature - “the NDP 
worldview" - ahead of the overall good of our prov¬ 
ince. 

If the NDP wanted to bring in a provincial sales 
tax, they would by law have to hold a public refer¬ 
endum.
